of the Laws 0/Motion , communicated by Mr. Chriftian 
Hugens in a Letter to the R. Society , and fmee printed 
in French in the Iournal des Scavans of March 18, 
1669, ft. tt. 

B Efore thefe Rules of Motion be here deliver’d , ’tis necef- 
lary to preface fomething, whereby the worthy Author of 
them may receive what is unqueftionably due to him , yet with¬ 
out derogating from others, with whom in fubftance heagre- 
eth. But, forafmuch as this Subjedf is of that nature, that 
all Philofophy and generally all Learn’d men are therein con.r 
cern’d, it will be moft proper, to pubhflithefe Rules , as well 
as we did thofe of D. Wallis and D. Wren (Numb. 43.) in 
the Language of the Learn’d, together with fome Hiftori- 
callpaflagesrelating thereto.* Which vvenowdoe, rsfollows.
